the Board of Directors of the United States Steel 
corporation 
This action was taken as a result of a meeting held yesterday be­ 
hind closed doors and will effect between 125,000 and 150,000 men 
nnd mean a saving to the corporation of nearly $120,000,000 a 
year, it was stated here today. 


This is the first time the corporation has cut wages since 1904 
and the second time in its history. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., May 4—The wage slash announced by the 
United States Steel Corporation was looked upon by many workers 
as the opening rift in the clouds of the industrial 
skies. 
In 
Western Pennsylvania the idle group, numbering about 40 per 
cent, grumbled slightly, but no other evidence was expressed of 
dissatisfaction over the cut. 
Total idleness, with no prospect of 
work or money, welcomed any change in conditions which many 
workers believe will re-act favorably in the business world, and 
give at least a few days work and a few days pay.
